. THE INQUISITION. 


OUT OF MATERIAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 16.—Thne Potter 
Committee seems to be out of sensational mat- 
ter. Yesterday it continued to mull over the 
matter of the corrected returns from Louisiana. 
To account for repeated postponements of the 
examination of Mrs. Jenks, the story has been 
circulated that she was summoned at the re- 
quest of Mr. Sbellabarger, and the Democrats 
Were waiting tili he called ber. The fact is that 
he did not ask to have her called, though he 
asked for herhusband. No witnesses have been 
summoned by the Democrats to explam how 
the North Garolina Electoraljreturns were taken 
back to that State for correction, nor exactly 
what was done in the way of rectification; por 
have the Arkansas Electors been sent for to ex- 
plain how it happened that the names of all 
the Electors on the envelopes of the Democratic 
returns from that State were written by the 
same hand. 

3 A FINE DISTINCTION. 

The Democrats on the Committee take the 
same ground in regard to these informalities— 
that they only violated the statute provision, 
while the Republican corrections in Louisiana 
were violations of a constitutional direction. 
‘Lhe charge so widely circulated that Gov. Kel- 
logg attached the seal of the State to the 
amended returns is wholly incorrect. The only 
certificate by the Governor in convection with the 
Diectoral returns was one setting forth, under 
seal of the State, that certain persons named 
had been elected Electors for President and 


Vice-President, and such a_ certificate he 
would be at liberty to make as 
often as he saw fit after the 


results of the election had been officially com- 
munigated to him. There is no certificate of 
the Governor attested by the seal of the State, 
as charged, to the effect that the Electors 
named had signed the second set of certificates. 
The Louisiana Suov-Committee will consist 
of Blackburn, Stenger, Democrats, and Reed, 
Republican. 
A FRUITLESS SESSION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., June 15.—The session 
of the Potter Commission was a fruitless one, 
the peadency of important measures in the 
House preventing a continuous exaMination. 
Clarke, a former private secretary of Gov. Kel- 
logg, was examined, and proved to be a remark- 
ably good witness. he described in detail the 
manner in which the second set of certificates 
of the Electoral College was received, and, from 
his testimony, it was very clear that there was 
no intention on the part of any person to com- 
mit a forgery. Clarke himself had charge of 
the new set of certificates, which were spread 
out upon a table in a room, and word 
sent to the different Electors to come and sign. 
Curiously enough, the Democratic members did 
not ask Clarke as to the manner in which Lev- 
issee’s signature was obtained. The Democrats 
appear to be still unwilling to call Mrs. Jenks. 

Rumors increase that her testimony will be 
strongly against Anderson; that she will show 
that he was engaged in a conspiracy, and prove 
this, not only by her own oath, but by corrobo- 
rative testimony. It is very evident that the 
Democrats are extremely afraidof Mrs. Jenks, 
and it is not at all impossible that their case 
may be ruined by her testimony. 

Chairman Potter says that immediately after 
adjournment the investigation will proceed in 
Washington and New Orleans, and will be com- 
pleted as early as possible. 

BURCHARD’S RESOLUTION.

Wasuinoton, D. C., June 15.—There is a great 
deal of feeling among the Republicans against 
Burchard for having moved his resolution rela- 
tive to the Presidential title yesterday without 
consulting with his political associates. The 
Republicans, as a whole, maintain that the 
Democrats should have been permitted to ex- 
tract themselves from their dilemma by the best 
means they could, and there are many reasons to 
believe that if the Burchard resolution had not 
been moved the report from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee either would not have been made at all, 
or, having been made, might not have 
received enough Democratic votes to 
have passed. The policy of the Repub- 
lican leaders, from the beginning, has 
been to abstain on this question, upon the theory

MINISTER NOYES. 

: HIS RETURN. 

New York, June 16.—The Hon. E. F. Noyes, 
United Minister to France, arrived in this city 
last night by the steamer City of Richmond. 
Gen. Noyes was met on the landing by Gen. 
Kuapp, who was Adjutant-General of Ohio 
during his Gubernatorial term, and by several 
other friends. In conversation with a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press touching the |

| matter that brought him back at this time, 
Minister Noyes said: 


I went to Florida for uo purpose on earth except 
to ascertain the vote of the State. and to see 
whether or not the popular vote had been cast for 
the Republican Electors. I stated to the two Re- 
publican members of the Canvassing Board that all 
we wanted was an honest decision. I never made 
any promise to McLin or any other member of the 
Board, nor did I suggest any possible reward or 
recognition in case Gov. Hayes should be finally 
declared elected, and, so far as McLin is concern- 
ed, I never saw him alone one moment in my life 
before the vote of Florida had been cast. Iam 
now informed for the first time that even McLin 
does, not say I made him any p-omise. Had 1 
known that before leaving Paris I should not have 
demanded a subpena, but should have remained in 
France to attend to my public duties. Ido not 
care to be@nore specific, as it would perhaps be in 
bad taste, considering I am so soon to give my 
sworn statement to the Committee. 


IN THE COURSE OF FURTHER CONVERSATION 
Minister Noyes said that, while he did not care 
at thie time to be interviewed, he had nothing 
whatever to conceal. He also expressed a hope 
that every politician in the North, whether 
Democrat or Republican, would be subp cenaed 
who had visited Flurida on this business, as 
that would be only fair to all parties interested 
or concerned in the matter.

THE EAST. 
AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

Lonpon, June 16.—The Observer says it bas 
reason to believe Austria and Russia have 
reached an understanding by which the inter- 
ests of Austro-Hungary will be protected in the 
same way that English interests are protected 
by the agreement between Lord Salisbury and 
Count Schouvaloff. The premature publication 
of the latter bv the Globe is generally believed 
to have been procured by Russian diplomatists 
with the object of quieting the excitement in 
Russia about supposed concessions o England. 

THE FORTRESSES. 

It is stated that Russia will reiuse to evacuate 
Turkish territory in Roumelia or liberate prison- 
ers of war until Shumla and Varna have been 
surrendered. The latter, being required by the 
treaty of San Stefano, as well as former nego- 
tiations at Constantivople for sumwender, has 
been abandoned, the matter now being consid- 
ered in the hands of the Congress.

and describe. Tobacco he hated, but with 
the hatred of ignorance, for he had 
never smoked: and tobacco, he maintained, 
had the effect, which he equally attributed to 
journalism, of occupying uselessly time which 
might be devoted to serious purposes. Apart, 
too, from the question of wasted hours, the 
practice of smoking, he believed, drew gradu- 
ally on the energies of the smoker; as con- 
tributing to the periodical press frittered away 
the talent of the writer. Neither of these 
r need be too closely examined. 
did not himself smoke; and he accord- 
ingly possessed no subjective“ knowledge 
of smoking and its effects; while as a journalist 
his efforts were neither eonstant, nor fre 
nor fortunate. It was Balzac who first enan- 
ciated the idea that literary critics were writers 
who had failed as authors of books, an idea 
since extended to creative and critical work gen- 
erally. ‘ 

Baizac could think of no country in which 
stimulants of some kind had er been resort- 
ed to. Putting aside savage and lands 
which have no history, it may safely be affirmed 
that the use of fermented grape-juice dates back 
from the earliest ages. Adam's wine,’’ how- 
ever, was, according to a popular idea, simple 
water; and the Israelites in the desert seem not 
only to have had no wine to drink, but at times 
to have been reduced to sore straits for want of 
the more natural beverage. When, after 
wanderings, the Israelites took once more to 
wine they drank it only at the end of their re- 
pasts,—a practice which some of the greatest 
modern authorities on diet recommendin the 
present day. 

Wie is certainly the most ancient of the 
three great stimulants recognized by Balzac, 
coffee, like tea,is a modern — — so is 
tobacco. But wine,if not as ancient as the 
world, is at least as ancient as the most ancient 
literature in the world. The Bible, Herodotus, 
Homer, and all the Greek and Latin poets 
speak of wine, and speak well of it as 8 rule. 
Solomon, in moments of depression, says, it is 
true, bitter things against it, comparing it to an 
adder’s tongue, and counseling those whe are 
undulv fond of it to put a knife to their throat 
rather than indulge their taste at a lord’s 
table. Exampics, on the otber hand, 
have been recorded from the earliest 
time of the ill-effects sometimes produced by 
drinking water at unsuitable moments aad to 
excess. King Cleomenes, according to Plu- 
tarch, lost bis voice fur ever by dri water 
wheu he was in g heat. The soldiers Alex- 
ander the G after crossing the desert drank 


the water ot the Oxus with so much avidity’ 


that more men died from this imprudence than 
had been slain in any one of Alexander’s bat- 
tles. In the retreat of Napoleon’s army from 
Moscow, Barron Larry, the Emperor's physi- 
cian, noticed terrible effects suddeu and 
immoderate water drinking after long périods 
of abstinence. It is perhaps for such reasons 
as are given by Larrey, no less than tor the sake 
of order and discipline, that soldiers on the 
march are always strongly forbidden to leave 
the ranks iu quest of water, 
water is close at hand. 
known all the same that 
fatiguing march on a hot even the best 
troops can scarcely be restrained in presence of 
a running stream. England, notwithstanding 
the efforts of temperance sucieties, can scarcely 
be considered a country of water drinkers. 
Neither can France, where every one drinks 
wine, and where temperance societies are but 
little known and—especially in the wine dis- 
tricts—but little needed. A French ph 
however, has thought it necessarv to ish a 
series of cautions for the benefit of immoderate 
water drinkers, whom he warns (1) not after a 
long walk to drink cold water t sitting 
down for a time; (2) to eat something before 
drinking; (8) to Crink in small mouthfuls; (4) 
not to drink too much at once. These rules, 
excellent no doubt for water drinking, migh 
especially the fourth, be equally recomme 

to drinkers of wine. 1 f 

A character for excessive drinking has belonged 
at various times to various nations. In Ham- 
let's time the custom, more honored in the 
breach than in the observance, was vigorously 
kept up by the Norwegians, the Dutch, bu 
above all, by the English, who, as the Paiuce 
Denmark, or Shakspeare speaking in his name, 
an drink to greater excess than auy other na- 
tion. * 
Scotland is in any case the most drunken 
country in Europe. Yet noose can maintain 
that Scotch, as a nation, are inferior in energy, 
in thrift, in trustworthiness, and in ali the 
qualities which habituai drunkenness should de- 
stroy, to the Italians, the Spaniards, and other 
races famed for temperance. - 

It may be noticed, in this connection, that at 
the present day temperance societies have flour- 
isheu and attained their greatest development 
in Norway, England, and the United States. It 
is recorded of Peter the Great’s friend; Le Fort, 
that he was ‘‘a Swiss by his integrity, by his iu- 
dependence, but, above all, by his love of drink.“

A traveler of the 
seventeenth century wrote of the Russians’ 
passion for strong drink that a Frenchman, if a 
Hy fell into his wine, would throw away the fly 
and the wine also; that an Englishman wouid 
take out the fly and drink the wine; but that a 
Russian would swallow the wine, fly and all, so 
that the wine which the fly had swallowed might 
not escape him.
